Dr. Walcott’s statement was evoked 
by the remarkable utterance which the 
President is reported {o have made to 
a delegation of Harva men at Lan- 
sing, Mich.: 

“In a year and eleven months I ex- 
pect to be an active member of the or- 
ganization.” 

This was interpreted by Harvard 
men to mean that the Chief Executive 
would leave the White House to be- 
come the head of the | university. 

Dr. Walcott, who heads the corpo- 
ration which controls Harvard, said: 

‘I've heard frequent reports that 
President Roosevelt aspired to head 


the White House, but there is 
not the slightest $$ ground 

any report that Dr. Bliot is to resign 
and is ‘working to ve Mr. Roose- 


velt come to Cambridge. As a friend 
of President Roosevelt I have reason to 
believe in common with others, that 
White House ie to become Senator 
from New York State,

dianapolis on Memorial Day u tne 
question of Federal control of railways. 
Mr. Newlands said: | 

“Mr. Roosevelt is the first President 
to thoroughly avail himself of his con- 
| stitutional power of recommendation. 
| Most of our Presidents have been 
merely executive officials. But so long 
Mr. Roosevelt's recommendations 
|are good [ do not see that any excep- 
/ tion can be taken if he sets up a new 
ideal of Presidential duty as a leader 
of public opinion and_ legislation. 

“On the whole, I think. his addres 
was excelient. I have long entertained 
the views he urges regarding. ional 
incorporation of great railway systems 
_and control of their capitalization by the 
Interstate Commerce Commission as 
(he has frequently expressed them in 
'magazirie articles and speeches. 
| “He is not yet prepared to go as far 
as.l1 would, which may be wise from 
| his standpoint; but my mind has al- 
ways reached out for full and compre- 
| hensive national legislation that would 
‘protect the public, the railroad em-

railroods in politics. I have always

EW YORK, June 2.—-[Exclusive 
Dispatch.]; New York today saw 
snow on this, the first summer 
month. The flakes were not of the

Point, Ind., without delay and enter 
their appearance as defendants in a 
huge lawsuit entitled “Walter 8S. Ross 
vs. Ernest Graham et al.,”" the “et al.” 
including about 600 or more other de- 
fendants, and comprising every man, 
woman and child who ever purchased 
land from the old Chicago Tolleston 
Land and Investment Company. 

Most of these persons have owned

ened. I do not see any reason why 
the Japanese should trouble them- 
selves about visiting America or Aus- 
tralia to make their fortunes.

Dr. Wiley Declares Mastication 
Meat injurious Because of

Alkalinity.

gulp it in chunks. Mastication has n> 
part in digestion of meat. There is 
some reason for believing that chew- 
ing will makge meat indigestible. he 
saliva is an alkali. Acids are needed 
for the conversion of flesh into the ele- 
ments that nourish the human body. 
Too much chewing may raise the al- 
kalinity of flesh used for food te such | 
an extent as to seriously hamper the 
work of the stomach, which alone has 
anything to do with the disposal of 
animal matter,” | 

This is the gospel of Dr. Harvey W. 
Wiley, chief chemist of the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture. and his views 
were called forth by the report of Prof. 
Irvine Fisher of Yale on the relative 
value of animal and vegetable foods. 

Aside from the knowledge gained by 
him a chemist, Dr. Wiley has noted 
that carnivorous animals do not 
chew their food. They tear it from 
the bones and swallow it in chunks. 
Therefore, the chief chemist holds that 
if a man can get a chunk of meat 
down Into his stomach, no matter how 
big it may be, he has done all nature 
requires of him. 

“Mastication is good for the devel- 
opment of the mpscle,’’ says Dr. Wiley. 
“but the chewing of meat is unnec- 
essary, if not positively harmful. 
With vegetables, howeyer, it is impos- 
sible to do too much grinding. Every- 
body knows, or ought to know, that all 
the digestion of vegetables is accom- 
plished in the mouth and smaller in- 
testines. If there is not enough mas- 
tication, the work an 8 be done af- 
terward.”
